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Restriction Requirement 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18,39-42,45, Fig. 4-6, drawn to an eyewear system having a temple and 
a lens rotatably connected by mating members and a connector, classified in class 
351,- subclass 54. 

ii. Claims 19-38,43,44, Fig. 2, drawn to an eyewear system having a lens being 
rotatable within a containment structure, classified in class 351, subclass 61. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Each of the inventions, I-II, is distinct from the other inventions because of its mutual exclusive 
details. Each of these inventions recited limitations not recited in any of the other inventions. The 
different limitations would make the inventions patentably distinct from one another, i.e., a 
reference that anticipated or make obvious one of the inventions I-II would not, by itself, 
anticipated or makes obvious any of the remaining inventions. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, have acquired a separate status 
in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search required for Group 
II is not required for Group I, and restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. The above-mentioned Group I further contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

A. Claim 2, drawn to the connector is comprised of a magnet; 

B. Claim 3, drawn to the mating members is convex/concave coupler; 
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C. Claim 4, drawn to the connector is a compression means. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1,8-18,45 are generic.
